A.I.M. celebrates 
7th anniversary

Wilmington's Access is 
Mandatory (AIM) group celebrated 
its seventh anniversary in style 
Tuesday afternoon with a party and 
a volunteer appreciation dinner put 
on by the Wilmington Knights of 
Columbus. 

"The volunteers were able to have 
a delightful day," AIM Coordinator 
Judy DiPalma said. 

On hand for the seven-year 
celebration were retiring State Sen. 
Robert Buell and Rep. James Miceli 
Aide Debbie Millin, each presenting 
the group with citations of 
appreciation from the State House. 

But the AIM anniversary was also 
a time for reflection and 
remembrance, as the group 
mourned the loss of longtime 
volunteer Julio Baptiste. 

In his will, Baptiste left funeral 
memorials in his name to AIM, 
which was used for a memorial 
lunch for volunteers and for a 
memorial plaque, which bears 
Baptiste's name and the names of the 
five other members of the AIM 
family who have passed on during 
the last seven years. 

"He was an inspiration to a lot of 
people," DiPalma said of Baptiste. 
“We hope we honored him.... The 
volunteers really had a marvelous 
day today." 

AIM, a non-profit organization 
helping people with disabilities, 
began in Wilmington in 1987. 

“Five volunteers and three 
disabled people came," DiPalma 
said. 

Today, upwards of 75 disabled 
persons or volunteers from 12 
different towns come for weekly 
meetings at the Wilmington K of C, 
where AIM meetings have been held 
since moving from the 4th of July 


Building three-and-a-half years 
ago. 

"It's a happy get-together when 
people can just get together for the 
day," DiPalma said of the meetings, 
which last from 9:30 a.m. until 2:30 
p.m. every Tuesday - though 
participants are welcome to come 
and go as they please. 

Since its inception, AIM has 
strived to build confidence, positive 
personality changes and friendships 
and it continues to grow in those 
directions. 

"It's just company and a place that 
you know you can find friends 
once-a-week,” DiPalma said. 

The organization is always on the 
lookout for volunteers, many of 
whom DiPalma said are recent 
retirees. 

And, DiPalma added, "The 
volunteers look forward to it as 
much as the disabled." 

And AIM is looking forward to 
another seven years of special 
people helping special people. 

The next meeting, scheduled for 


October 25, will include a 
Halloween party with prizes for the 
best, funniest, etc. costumes. 


Birthdays for the month of October 
will be celebrated at the same event.

Caira applauds Reading Light 


When the Town of Wilmington 
considered» having electricity 
provided to the high school football 


field's refreshment stand, the public © 


works» and public buildings 
departments sought the advice of 
the Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD). After 
meeting with Wilmington officials, 
Frank Hadley, General Line 
Foreman for the RMLD, 
determined that a 100 amp service 
would need to be added to the field 
house in order to supply the stand 
with electricity. To achieve this 
goal, two poles would need to be 
erected to bring electricity down the 
high school's driveway from 
Church Street. 


Realizing that the cost to install 


one of the poles would be in the 
vicinity of $500, the RMLD 
determined that the poles would be 
erected at no cost to the Town, 
thereby allowing the town's limited 
resources to be expended in other 
areas. According to RMLD General 
Manager Len Rucker, the RMLD 
often looks beyond its normal 
procedures to assist the four 


member communities with town 
sponsored projects as part of its on 
going community relations 
program..

* on the ballot on November 8. For more details about each 
question, kindly refer to the state- produced booklet provided by 
the Secretary of State’s office, which gives the actual text of the 

__ questions, summaries, and arguments by spokespersons both for 
and against. 

Questions 4 and 5, dissected here this week, are both referenda 
| “which call for the passage of new laws. Next week, Questions 6 and 
LT (the Graduated Income Tax), will receive a going-over. 

Question 4 — Term Limits 
Should the state adopt a law to limit political terms of office? 
The terms of office of the President, one third of Congress, 32 
» governors and the legislatures in 16 states, are limited so far. 
» However, over 90 percent of all incumbents are returned to office 
; * every year, and the campaign laws (especially the campaign finance 
© laws) tilt toward the incumbents. 
Amending the state constitution is a difficult process, but this law 
b » would do the same thing as an amendment, in a roundabout sort of 
> Way. 
: The law proposed by Question 4 would keep the names of 
: » candidates for most state and federal offices from being printed on 
* the ballot if they have served a certain number of terms. If such a 
‘© candidate is elected as a write-in, after being denied permission to 
‘ appear on the ballot, they will serve without pay in most cases. 
: Tough stuff. The law does not prevent anybody from running for 
; office, so it is not a “formal” term limitation measure in the strict 
4 sense. 
* Voters have eternally had the power to limit terms, and it’s called 
% Election Day. If you want political change, all the slick campaign 
‘ads in the world can’t convince you to keep the bum in office. 
« Additionally, if you really want to keep somebody in office, 
somebody who has served loyally and well, this law might prevent 
you from seeing your favorite candidate’s name in print. Does 
Massachusetts really need term limits, especially term limits of this 
sort? You decide. 


Question 5 — Repeal of the Blue 
Laws 
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=. side on this question. 


Should retail stores be allowed to open on Sundays and holidays? 

The Puritans were fastidious about keeping Sunday as a day of 

* rest, and some of their laws remain on the books in Massachusetts. 
Small retail stores are not allowed to open until noon on Sundays, 

- unless a special permit from the chief of police is obtained, while 
most major chain stores can open. 

The law, as proposed, would require that all employees working 
on Sundays or the holidays of Memorial Day, July 4 and Labor Day, 
must be volunteers only, and all must be paid at time-and-a-half or 

That pay provision could sting the smaller businesses. 
te Besides, how many times can you refuse to “volunteer” for work on 
a Sunday without your boss raising an eyebrow?

‘Water Witches

*I am not a believer. There are, 
“however, many believers in the U.S. 
In fact, the most devout gather once 
"a year in Danville, Vermont to 
espouse their faith in water 
dowsing.” You have probably seen 

“or heard about them. They are the 
Folks who say they can find water by 
‘using a forked twig or metal rods, 
“which are commonly called 
ivining rods. 

% Some dowsers will tell you that 
heir methods date to biblical times. 
they refer to a chapter in Exodus 
“where Moses was instructed to "take 
in your hand the rod with which you 
‘Struck the Nile and you shall strike 
‘the rock and water shall come out of 
cit. " They believe Moses used the rod 
~as a divining rod to show the elders 
Swhere to find water. While that 


sinterpretation of the first dowsing is 
‘open to debate, archaeologists have 
“found cave paintings dating back 
“more than 6,000 years depicting 
"water dowsers at work. 
* Belief in this method of 
“prospecting has continued down 
‘through the ages despite the fact that 
‘there is not the slightest bit of 
“scientific data to support it. 
‘Indeed, it has an aura of superstition 
Wabout it. 
* In Colonial America, dowsing also 
“became known as "water witching" 
stbecause of the preference for witch 
Shazel twigs. Even during these 
times, dowsing was controversial. 
. Most times it was practiced openly 
Sbut at times land owners searching 
“for water wanted the dowser to 
“work only at night so the neighbors 
»wouldn't see. 
2. The two most popular instruments 
w.used for dowsing are twigs from 
various trees and metal rods. Here is 
“how they allegedly work. The 
edowser holds the forked twig in 
teach hand and walks slowly until the 
ee Siwig dips toward the ground. 
3 =!Eureka! He has found water. Some 
*» dowsers use two metal rods shaped 
Selike the letter L. They hold the 
“shorter end of each rod together and 
- walk slowly until the rods swing 90

degrees. Some dowsers claim that 
the strength of the movement of the 
twig or rods indicates the amount of 
water that could be expected from a 
well. 

I have watched many 
self-proclaimed dowsers perform 
their magic. As you might expect, I 
was not impressed. Recently, I had 
the good fortune (?) to receive a 
demonstration and lecture by a 
member of the dowser fraternity. 
He proceeded to show me how to 
locate a well on his property. Once 
his divining stick found the spot, he 
then asked it questions - is water 10 
feed down, 20 feet, 30 feet? The 
stick is supposed to rotate when the 
correct depth is mentioned. Are you 
picturing this? Two people in the 
middle of a field and one of them is 
talking to a stick. Not wanting to 
appear rude, I didn't point out that 
we were located on ground about 20 
feet higher than a neighboring 
stream and it wasn't too difficult to 
determine the depth to water. 


Seeing that I had not been: 


converted, the dowser gave me a 
book on the subject for my reading 
pleasure. I learned that one of the 
theories used to explain the action of 
the diving rod is that an electrical 
current moves from the ground 
through the body and produces a 
magnetic field. I don't buy it. I think 
it is muscular movement due to 
subconscious suggestion that is 
already in the mind vu. the dowser. 
In other words, based on prior 
knowledge or experience,he knows 
what to expect. In addition, since 
you can find ground water just 
about anywhere, dowsing is not 
much of a challenge. Does anyone 
think we need a dowser to find 
water in Wilmington? The problem 
facing geologists and engineers is 
finding sufficient quantity of good 
quality water and being able to 
pump it out of the ground. 

In my opinion, dowsing ranks 
right up there with palm reading 
and voodoo economics. The best 
and most feasible way to find a well 
is still a good understanding of 
geology and experience.

Since this is Lupus Awareness 
Month, and I am a lupus patient, I 
would like to share with your 
readers what it is like to be a lupus 
patient: 

I am always in some degree of 
pain, but I do not look sick. At times 
I have very rosy cheeks from the 
lupus. Most people associate rosy 
cheeks with good health, but I am 
not healthy. 

When I have to take steroid drugs 
to reverse potentially life 
threatening symptoms, I gain 
weight. Most people associate 
weight gain with feeling good, but I 
do not feel good. 

I almost always have over- 
whelming fatigue, so I cannot be as 
active as I would like. Most people 
associate inactivity with laziness, 
but I am not lazy. 

Lupus attacks many organ 
systems. Although the symptoms 
vary from patient to patient, they 
can include joint pain, muscle aches, 
skin rash, photosensitivity, hair 
loss, inflammation of the 
membranes around the heart or 
lungs, anemia and other blood 
abnormalities, kidney involvement, 
and others. Even physicians tend to 
associate symptoms in many organ 
systems with hypochondria, but I 
am not a hypochondriac. 

I am thankful that lupus is not 
contagious, because the other

features of this disease are hard 
enough to deal with. In lupus the 
immune system, which is supposed 
to protect the body against 
environmental and _ infectious 
agents, turns against itself and 
attacks and destroys healthy tissue. 
Without treatment even a mild case 
a lupus may become life- 
threatening. 

Although some of your readers 
may not have heard of lupus, it is a 
very common disease. It is more 
prevalent than muscular dystrophy, 
cerebral palsy, multiple sclerosis, 
leukemia, or cystic fibrosis. It is 
more widespread among black 
women than sickle cell anemia. 
Lupus affects all races, age groups, 
socioeconomic groups, and both 
sexes. However, 90 percent of lupus 
patients are women, with the usual 
age of onset between 16 and 36. 

In 1984 I founded a nonprofit 
organization called the L.E. 
Support Club. We publish a 
fantastic newsletter with up to date, 
informative articles on subjects that 
are important to lupus patients.

Green Tomato bonanza!

Thank you, thank you, one and all! 

Last week on this page, I asked for recipes that use green tomatoes. The 
end of the growing season caught us with half a laundry basket full of fat 
green tomatoes, and I didn't know what to do with them and didn't want to 
waste all that produce. 

My mother-in-law has been putting up jars of picalilli, but there is only 
so much picalilli that one can eat in a given lifetime. We're all set for the 
next two or three lifetimes, I do believe. 

With that lament in mind, I asked our readers for their favorite recipes 
for green tomatoes, and they came through like gangbusters! 

What follows is four recipes submitted in the past week, all of which use 
green tomatoes. A hearty thank you, and a happy wave of the fork, go to 
the three chefs who sent their recipes, and a double thanks to Mr. Freeman 
for the jar of green tomato relish that accompanied his submission! (And I 
promise to bring the empty jar back. I've been trained for that!) 

Here goes: 


The Massachusetts 


Sweet tomato relish 

Wash and core 1 gallon of green 
tomatoes (about 30); peel two 
medium onions; core and seed four 
green and two red peppers. 

Run through coarse blade of food 
chopper (I shred mine, easier) mix 
in, 1/2 cup pickling salt; let stand 
overnight. 

Drain well, discard liquid. Tie in 
cheesecloth or small nylon net: one 
teaspoon mixed pickling spices, one 
tablespoon celery seed, three (three 
inch) cinnamon sticks (buy in bulk). 

Add above in an open pot (lg. 
pone bowl) with

T cup water 

~ 2 cups sugar. 

Slowly bring to a simmer over 
low heat, stirring occasionally. 
Cook 30 min. Remove cinnamon 
spice bag and discard. 

Ladle relish into hot, sterilized 
jars and seal. Process 10 minutes in 
boiling water bath. Makes about 12 
pints. 

Sugarless version 

Instead of sugar, use 16 packets of 
Twin sweetener (more or less to 
taste).

Cook up four cups of cut up green 
tomatoes until soft enough to put 
through a strainer. 

Add enough water to make three 
cups of liquid.

Stir 
until Jello is dissolved; pour into 
jelly jars. Mixture will thicken in 
three hours.

1 teaspoon dill (dry or fresh)

_ Pour. hot vinegar, salt mixture "It 
each jar, removing air from jar 
allowing one quarter inch of air at 
top of each jar. 

Put covers and lids on snugly, but 
do not use force. 

Keep at room temperature for one 
week, then turn jars upside down. If 
leaks develop, those jars must be 
placed in refrigerator. Others that 
have sealed themselves can remain 
in any cool part of the home.

A difference of opinion has arisen 
over the topic of after-hours school 
programs, and this reporter is stuck 
in a difficult spot. 

The Tewksbury School Committee 
is considering after-hours programs 
for students at the Dewing and Heath 
Brook elementary schools. The new 
programs, which are being studied 
by a subcommittee from the school 


board, would let pupils spend extra 


time on the computer, sharpen their 
skills in other disciplines, and hope- 
fully make them more competitive 
in the future job market. 

But there are already such after- 
hours programs in place, being run 
by private, non-profit groups. The 
Li'l Red Schoolhouse (LRS) has one 
such program, the LRS Explorers, 


and the YMCA runs another. 

There are questions of allowing a 
private organization to provide for a 
public need ("privatization") and the 
issue of duplication of services. 

However, this reporter is caught in 
a possible conflict of interest. 

Christine McGrath is Superintend- 
ant of Schools, and she is a member 
of Tewksbury Rotary Club. Alice 
Juchnevics-Kontos is the president 
of LRS, Inc., and is also a member 
of the Tewksbury Rotary Club. 

This reporter is a member and past 
president of the same Rotary Club. 

I count both women as friends, and 
to ensure complete fairness I have 
decided to publish the press releases 
provided by both sides in the after- 
hours dispute, without comment. 


Tewksbury considering new 
after-hours school program... 


The Tewksbury’ School 
Committee received an 
overwhelming response to the 
survey on parental interest in an 
extended day program. Nearly 900 
surveys were completed and 
returned to the schools or the 
central office. At this time 438 
families have indicated an interest in 
the program. Parents were asked if 
they would prefer a before school 
program, an after school program 
or both before and after school. The 
majority of the responses indicated 
the need for an after school 
program. Almost all of the parents 
expressed a willingness to pay a 
tuition fee for the program. 

The Tewksbury School 
Committee Sub-committee on the 
Extended Day Program has 
reviewed the results of the survey 
and has developed a program 
outline based on the information, 
recommendations and suggestions 
offered through the survey 
responses. The current plan is to 


_ offer an after school program at the 


Dewing School and the Heath Brook 
School beginning in January of 
1995. Students from the North 
Street School would be transported 
to the Dewing School and children 


from the Trahan School would be 
transported to the Heath Brook 
School at the conclusion of their 
school day. 

The program would operate from 
3 to 6 p.m. on all days when school 
is in session. An early release day 
schedule will also be developed. The 
program will provide three 
structured activities from areas such 
as art, computer, instrumental 
music, physical education, foreign 
language instruction and homework 
support. Additional activities will 
be included to meet the interest of 
those students who enroll in the 
program. A snack will be provided. 

The sub-committee would like to 
thank all of those parents who took 
the time to complete the initial 
survey. A follow up survey will be 
distributed in our elementary 
schools during the week of October 
17, 1994 to obtain further 
information about those families 
who are interested in the program. 
Those who do not receive a copy of 
this survey from their child are 
asked to contact the office of the 
child's school or the office of the 
superintendent to obtain an 
additional copy.
